WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 45 
The Republican- controlled Eighti- 
eth Congress passed into history 
at 1:28 p. m. today, making way 
for the new Democratic Congress, 
to convene Monday. 

The Senate quit at that hour. 
The House had a journed eight 


minutes earlier. 

In adjournment zince summer, 
Congress met at noon and sent 
word to President Truman—as re- 
quired by law—that it was now 
ready to end this session. 

There was laughter in the House 
when word came back from the 
President that it was all right 
with him for Congress to adjourn. 
He has repeatedly called the 
Eightieth Congress the “second 
worst” in history. 

Hoover Board Extended. 

Before quitting, Senate and 
House adopted a resolution to ex- 
tend for 60 days the life of the 
Hoover Commission on Organiza- 
tion of the Executive Branch of 
the Government. 

The extension will be 60 days 
beyond Jan. 13, when the commis- 
sion was due to expire. It is headed 
by former Presiden ts Herbert 
Hoover, who has been directing a 
study into reorganization of the 
government for economy and effi- 
ciency of operation. 

The Senate allowed a 30-day ex- 
tension for its special small busi- 
ness committee so that it can com- 
plete work on reports. 

Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, Who helped set up the group 
in 1940 and would be chairman if 
it is extended, then served notice 
he would ask a permanent exten- 
sion later “because business men 
of the country want it.” 

When Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, called the Sen- 
ate into session, most of the 54 
Senate Democrats were absent, at- 
tending a party caucus. 

McKellar President Pro Tem. 

In the caucus, Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, defeated Sen- 
ator Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, 
27 to 25; for the office of presi- 
dent pro tempore of the Senate: 

The meeting worked out the 
slate of officers the Democrats 
will propose — and put in since 
they have a majority—when the 
new Senate meets. The McKellar- 
Tydings scrap was the only con- 
test. 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
the Vice President-elect, was 
mamed majority leader for the 
period until Jan. 20 when he takes 
the vice-presidential oath. Sen- 
ator Lucas of Illinois then will be- 
come majority leader. Senator 
Myers of Pennsylvania will be the 
Democratic whip. N 

The last three leadership posts 
were filled by unanimous vote. 

The President pro tempore pre- 
sides over the Senate when the 
Vice President is absent. The of- 
fice is chiefly an honorary one, 
but the Senate provides a limou- 
sine and chauffeur for the Sen- 
ator who holds it. 

McKellar held the office when 
the Democrats last controlled the 
Senate. During the two years of 
Republican control, the President 
pro tempore was Senator Vanden- 
berg. 

Other Party Choices. 

The $12,000-a-year post of ser- 
geant a“ arms of the Senate went 
to Joseph C. Duke, now a prin- 
cipal clerk in the office of the 
Senate secretary. Duke, sponsored 
by Senator Hayden of Arizona, de- 
feated two other candidates. 

Leslie L. Biffle, close friend of 
President Truman and former 
secretary of the Senate, was 
chosen for secretary by acclama- 
tion. Biffle has been serving as 
staff director of the Senate Demo- 
cratic policy committee.

Federal Reserve Report 
Shows Gain in~Four 


Weeks Ending Christ- 
mas Despite Early Lag. 


The dollar volume of depart- 
ment store sales in St. Louis dur- 
ing the recent Christmas shop- 
ping seasor. was 1 per cent higher 
than last year, despite a lag dur- 
ing the first part of the period, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis reported today. 

The 1 per cent increase was 


‘shown for the four-week period 


ended last Saturday, Christmas 
day; which covered the traditional 


Thanksgiving - to- Christmas holi- 
day shopping season. 

Last week's dollar volume of 
sales here was 21 per cent ahead 
of the same week of 1947, because 
there were five full shopping days 
before Christmas this year, and 
only three in the corresponding 
week last year, as the holiday fell 
on Thursday. 

Frederick L. Deming, assistant 
vice president in charge of the 
bank’s research department, said 
that although the two extra shop- 
ping days produced the large in- 
crease in sales volume for last 
week, they were not responsible 
for the slight increase for the 
four-week period when considered 
on a comparable basis. 

Reserve «istrict Gain. 

He pointed out that the report 
covered only dollar volume of sales 
in department stores in the city. 
If the St. Louis county figures 
were included, he said, the com- 
bined sales volume for the city 
and county probabl. would equal 
the 4 per cent increase shown for 
the entire Eighth (St. Loui.) Fed- 
eral Reservé District for the four- 
week period. 

The figures also reflect the fact 
that St. Louisans have returned to 
the prewar practice of waiting un- 
til the last few weeks fore 
Christmas to do their holiday 
shopping, Deming added. In recent 
years, fear of shortages and rising 
prices prompted earlier Christmas 
shopping, he said. 

Prior to last week, the dollar 
volume of sales in St. Louis had 
deen down for eight consecutive 
weeks, as compared to the cor- 
responding weeks a year ago. 

The total 1948 department store 
sales volume here up to last Satur- 
day was 6 per cent greater than 
the 1947 volume at the same time. 
Deming said that figure probably 
will not be changed when the sales 
for the full year are reported. 

in Other Cities. 

Other cities in the district 
showed larger gains in sales vol- 
ume last week and for the four- 
week period than St. Louis. For 
the four-week period, the sales 
volume was up 7 per cent at 
Louisville, Ky.; 4 per cent at 
Memphis, Tenn., and 6 per cent 
at Little Rock, Ark. The combined 
sales volume for the shopping sea- 
son in East St. Louis, Alton, Har- 
risburg and Quincy, III.; Spring- 
field, Mo.; Evansville, Ind., and 
Fort Smith, Ark., was 12 per cent 
higher than last year. 

The 1948 volume of sales in the 
entire district up to last Saturday 
was 8 per cent ahead of last 
year’s total at the same time. 

Nationally, the volume of de- 
partment store sales last week 
was 32 per cent above the cor- 
responding week of 1947. The 
strong. finish on 1948 Christmas 
sales will help te overcome the 
six-week ‘national lag in sales 
throughout November and the 
first half of December. 
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BARKLEY RETURNS 
WITH HIGH PRAISE 
FOR BERLIN AIR LIFT 


Flyers Doing Greatest Job 
in History of Aviation,’ He 
Says After Visit. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
Vice President-Elect Barkley ar- 
rived from Berlin yesterday and 
said the British-American air lift 
“is doing the greatest job in the 
history of aviation.” The air lift 
is feeding 2,500,000 Germans and 
keeping them “clothed and warm” 
with a spirit among the Americans 
that is “tremendous,” Barkley 
said, 

Arriving with Barkley on a big 
Constellation plane were Ambassa- 
dor Walter Bedell Smith, Air 
Secretary W. Stuart Symington, 
Comedian Bob Hope, Actress Jinx 
Falkenburg and Composer Irving 
Berlin. The group spent Christmas 
with the American Air Forces in 
Germany. 

“The spirit of those men was 
wonderful,” Barkley said. “The 
entire operation is going satisfac- 
torily. And JI. found that the 
European -Recovery Program is 


stabilizing European economy and 
is having the effect also of polit- 
ical stabilization. 

“I found the spirit of the Ger- 
man people very good, Our re- 
vised currency fh the Western 
zones is sound and has stimulated 
trade in the American-British and 
French zones of occupation. The 
farmers have confidence in our 
currency and are willing to accept 
it in exchange for their farm 
produce. 

“The new city government in the 
Western zones is off to a good 
start. The German people feel very 
good about it.” 


M’ARTHUR ALLOWS 
JAPS TO DISPLAY

Signs That He Will Ask 
for Tax Increase to Ob- 
tain Balance; Proposed 
Outlay, However, May 
Set Peace Record. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
President Truman’s final work on 
the budget has pared a prospec- 
tive deficit for fiscal 1950 to less 
than two billion dollars, official 
sources said today. 

There were indications that the 
President would seek to avoid all 
deficit by asking for a tax in- 
crease. 

New tax discussions thus far 
have centered around an increase 
in the levy on business, either as 
an excess-profits tax or a cor- 
porate income rate hike. But 
there has also been talk about a 
supplemental! rise in tax rates on 
upper level personal incomes, 

The President and his chief 
lieutenants have repeatedly insisted 
that provision must be made not 
only to balance the budget but also 
to reduge the 252 billion dollar na- 
tional debt. So far they have 
been silent on specific tax plans. 

Truman’s 15 billion dollar ceil- 
ing on 1950 military spending and 
the increase in tax revenues re- 
sulting automatically from rising 
personal incomes have trimmed 
the deficit outlook from opposite 
ends of the budget columns. 

Nevertheless, Truman's spend- 
ing proposals for fiscal 1950, be- 
— next July 1, will set a 
peacetime record, ranging around 
42 billion dollars or more accord- 
ing to private word in official 
circles. 

The President’s budget message, 
scheduled to go to Congress Jan. 
10, is expected to show a mild 
deficit for the current fiscal year, 
which reaches its midpoint tomor- 
row. But it reportedly will re- 
flect considerable improvement 
from the $1,500,000,000 deficit the 
President foresaw last August.

CHAMBERS SPYING 
LIKE A PRODUCTION 
LINE, REPORT SAYS 


Stolen Papers Passed to 
Him 52 Times in 1938, 
Asserts Committee in 
Summary of Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
The House Un-American Activities 
Committee said late yesterday 
that Whittaker Chambers received 
stolen government documents at 
least 52 times in 1938—usuaily 
once a weekrand that most of 
them reached Soviet agents in this 
country. 

Among the secret information 
Chambers passed along to red 
spies, the committee said, was 
“the metallurgical formula dealing 
with the Norden bomb sight” and 
information about “a new self- 
sealing aviation tank developed 
by tne Navy.” Also, the commit- 
tee said, Chambers gave spies for 
Russia “naval intelligence reports 
and lists of foreign intelligence 
agents.” 

The committee said that Cham- 
bers, an ex-Communist who has 
admitted his courier work for a 
red spy ring in Washington be- 
fore the war, once carried a 
money belt with $10,000 to San 
Francisco “for the purpose of - 
nancing West Coast spy opera- 
tions.“ 

Year’s Work Summarized, 


The committee made a report 
summarizing its year-long espion- 
age investigation and hinted 
broadly that spies for Russia still 
may be operating in this country. 
The committee pleaded to the in- 
coming Eighty-first Congress for 
continued life so it could go on 
tracking down spy activities 
which have “broken through the 
security forces of the United 
States Government“ with what the 
committee called “alarmingly 
critical success.” 

Republican leaders of the com- 
mittee prepared to give up the 
reins when the new Congress 
meets Monday. Democrats will 
take the group over unless an- 
nounced efforts to scuttle it suc- 
ceed. 

One reference in the report was 
to a spy ring which the commit- 
tee said operated here as late as 
1945. 

“We have no evidence to indi- 
cate that the operations of this 
second apparatus do not continue 
to the present time,” the report 
said. “The committee knows 
that there are Communists in Gov- 
ernment today.”

NANKING, Dec, 31 (AP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek de- 
clared tonight his Government was 
ready to discuss ending the war 
with the Chinese Communists—but 
he set up conditions which ap- 
peared to rule out any possibility 
of such a settlement. 


In a written New Year’s state- 
ment to the Chinese people, the 
Chinese President declared: 

“If negotiated peace is npt detri- 
mental to national independence 


and sovereignty, but will contribute 


to the welfare of the people, and 
if the constitution is not violated, 
constitutionalism is preserved, a 
democratic form of government is 
maintained, entity of the armed 
forces safeguarded and if the 
people’s free mode of living and 
minimum living standard are pro- 
tected, then I shall be satisfied.” 

It seemed to observers in this 
Communist-threatened national 
capital that these requirements 
outlawed the slightest possibility 
of a settlement if Chiang insisted 
they be followed, 

Threat to Fight On. 

“If the Communists are not sin- 
cerely desirous of peace and will 
insist on continuing the armed re- 
bellion,” Chiang continued, “the 
Government shall have no alter- 
native, but will fight them to a 
finish, 

“As the political nerve center 
of the country, the 
Shanghai area will be held at all 
costs, and the Government is de- 
termined to throw in all avaiable 
forces for à Gecisive battle. 

“I firmly believe the Govern- 
ment will win out in the end, and 
it also will Mark the turning point 
in the war.” 

In this first public acknowlege- 
ment of any willingness whatever 
to negotiate the three-year-old 
civil war, Chiang insisted: 

“The key to the problem of 
peace or war and to the happiness 
or suffering of the people is not in 
the hands of the Government. The 
problem can be decided by the 
Communists.” 

Views on Own Future. 

Of his own future, Chiang said, 

“If peace can be secured, I am not 


concerned with my own position, 


In this I will follow only the con- 
sensus of the people.” 
This was interpreted as indi- 


cating his willingness to relin- 
quish his powers — provided his 
terms are met. Chiang, as the 
Communists’ 
has been repeatedly rumored un- 
der pressure to retire from his 21- 
year leadership of the 
Government so that someone less 
objectionable to the Reds could at- 
tempt négotiation.

His statement was issued on 
the thirty-eighth anniversary of 
the founding of the Chinese re- 
public. He told his people: 

“The military situation has en- 
tered upon an exceedingly peril- 
ous stage. 

“The fate of the nation as well 
as the historical cultural conti- 
nuity of our people will soon be 
decided. 

Cites the Issue. 

“The issue of this struggle is 
whether the Chinese people will 
continue to live as free men and 
women or as slaves, or whether 
they will live at all or perish. 

“Everyone is concerned over the 
policy the Government has pur- 
sued in dealing with the situation, 
We are convinced that. patriotic 
citizens will not tolerate Com- 
munists’ methods of ‘liquidation’ 
and ‘struggle’ and that they are 
not willing to abandon their lib- 
erty and to remain inactive in this 
critical moment. 

“But we are also fully aware 


that military operations have in- 
creased the peoples’ burdens and 
that they hope for early conclu- 
sion of the war.

Long Yugoslav Wait in Moscow. 


The announcement, distributed 
by the official Soviet news agency 
Tass, did not state the value of 
Russian-Yugoslav trade for either 
1948 or 1949. 

The Yugoslav delegation was 
headed by Foreign Trade Minister 
Milentijé Popovic. It arrived in 
Moscow Oct. 26. Tass said it left 
for home Thursday after being 
seen off at the railway station by 
Russia’s Vice Minister of Foreign 
Trade, I. F. Semichastnov, and 
others. 

In 1947, a trade and credit ar- 
rangement was made by Russia 
and Yugoslavia and they signed 
a two-year agreement for ex- 
change of goods. Yugoslavia 
agreed to send Russia lead, zinc, 
pyrites, tobacco, hemp, plywood 
and farm products. In exchange 
it was to receive such Soviet prod- 
ucts as cotton, paper cellulose, oil, 
coal, coke, metals, automobiles, 
tractors and fertilizers. 

The Soviet Union has made 
trade agreements in recent weeks 
with Finland, Norway and Italy. 
Trade representatives of Romania, 
Poland, Bulgaria, (North) Korea 
and the Mongolian People’s Re- 
public are now in Moscow. 


Previous Statement by Tito. 


Tito was accused by the Russian- 
led Cominform in June of failing 
to follow the Communist line. He 
told his parliament Monday Yugo- 
slavia will sell its goods to the 
West if the Slav bloc nations fail 
to honor their trade agreements. 

He said: “We need not continue 
to be the source-of raw materials 
to those countries alréady indus- 
trially developed.” He charged 

that the Cominform nations had 
canceled promised shipments of 
machinery. ; 

Tito broke with Moscow on the 
question of industrializing Yugo- 
slavia, he told Parliament. Rus- 
sia wanted Yugoslavia to remain 
a source of raw materials, buying 
manufactured goods from Russia 
and the other satellite nations. 
Tito said this was unjust and that 
he intended to go ahead with the 
five-year plan to industrialize his 
country. 

He declared he would not agree 
to keep Yugoslavia in a colonial 
status to Russia despite “Marxist 
wiseacres” who tried to quote 
Marx and Lenin in justification 
of this policy. 

Some Western trade with Yugo- 
slavia already exists. Britain, 
Italy, Switzerland and Sweden 
deal with Yugoslavia. The United 
State State Department has ex- 
pressed interest “in developing a 
sound trade with Yugoslavia, as 
well as other countries.”

Seven airmen who were marooned 


for days on a Greenland icecap 
told today how they turned the 
hell of. the north into a 
snug, prefabricated retreat where 
they say carols on Christmas eve 
and had a Christmas turkey din- 
ner complete with cigars. 
The seven, and the two United 
States Air Force pilots who res- 
cued them, arrived at LaGuardia 
airport and were greeted by Maj. 
Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, com- 
manding general of the Military 
Air Transport Service. 
Those of the seven who stayed 
on the 7700-foot icecap 19 days 
after their C-47 transport plane 
crash-landed “in thick soup and 
on instruments,” said the on-the- 
target air drops by parachute 
from fescue planes kept them 
alive and living in comparative 
comfort. 
The temperatures outside were 
40 to 50 degrees below zero and 
the north polar winds howled in 
50-mile-per-hour gales, but inside 
their three- room hut the flyers 
“shot the breeze,” read books that 
had been. dropped to them, and 
“sweated it out” for the rescue 
they never doubted would come. 
Spirits Were High. 
Sgt. Francis J. Sommers of West 
Mananyunk, Pa., radio operator on 
the C-47 that crash-landed Dec. 10, 
said it was about 24 hours before 
the first airplane arrived and 
dropped supplies. During that 
time the men stayed in their 
downed plane and used emergency 
stoves to keep warm. On the first 


drop they got food, clothing, stoves 


and medical supplies, and after 
that their spirits were high. 

“Most of the rations were canned 
food, but several times during the 
19 days they dropped steaks,” 
Sommers said. “Most of the time 
we just sat areund and waited for 
the planes to show up.” 

Lt. Col. Emil G. Beaudry, who 
flew the ski-geared C-47 rescue 
plane, said that when he landed 
he found the men had built three 
room and a lavatory from pre- 
fabricated materials dropped to 
them. Their snow-drifted home 
even was equipped with electric 
lights. 

Lt. Robert J. McDonald, co-pilot 
of the crashed plane which made 
a forced landing in an 80-mile 
wind, said the airmen lived in the 
plane for four days before moving 
to the huts. The aelerons were 
removed from the plane to sup- 
port the roofs. — 

With All the Fixings. 
Sommers said that on ChristMas 
eve they stayed in the huts and 
sang carols. Christmas day was 
windy, bleak and cold but: 

“For dinner we had turkey with 
all the fixings, including cigars.” 
The night before they were res- 
cued, a polar bear padded up to 
their shack, Sommers said. 
“He sniffed around for a while,” 
he said, “and then we scared him 
off.” 

Set. Francis J. Duffy, 29 years 
old, of Windsor, Conn., said the 


entire group prayed frequently, 
thankful they were alive and had 
suffered only minor injuries. 

Seven men were on the trans- 
port which made the first crash 
landing. Five others were added 
to the stranded party in unsuc- 
cessful rescue attempts by a B- 
17 and two gliders. 

Sommers added that although 
the quarters were close, they 
never “got on each other’s nerves.” 

“A Routine Takeoff.” 

Col. Beaudry said his rescue of 
the 12 stranded airmen involved 
only “a routine takeoff” and that 
he had no thought of any par- 
ticular danger. 

Chief obstacle to the rescue was 
the weather which delayed his de- 
parture from his Greenland base 
for three days, he said. 

When he was able to leave the 
base, he made the landing at the 
crash scene with the aid of flares. 

“I found that the snow was 
packed hard and easy to land 
on,” he related. 

Beaudry said he never had any 
doubt he could make the takeoff 
with his 25,000-pound load. 

J used only two of the JATO 
(jet assisted takeoff) bottles,” he 
said. “I had eight bottles but be- 
cause of the runway I knew only 
two were needed. I took off after 
a ski run of 2000 feet. 

“I got up an airspeed of between 
35 and 40 miles, then ‘kicked in’ 
the JATO, and we were off. We 
landed about two hours and five 
minutes later.” ! 

Beaudry said he took with him 
about 100 pounds of mail which 
had been aboard the disabled 


craft. 
In “Fine Condition.” ; 

The stranded men were in “fine 
condition” when the rescue plane 
arrived, Beaudry said. 

“They were comfortable, all 
right, and I guess they were glad 
to see me and wanted to get out,” 
he commented. 

Beaudry recalled with a laugh 
that the marooned men set up two 
extra bunks in one of their huts 
as his plane came in. Previous 
rescue attempts had failed and 
additional men had been added to 
the group on the icecap. 

Others in the party which 
landed here were Lt. Charles H. 
Blackwell, co-pilot of the C-47 
which made the rescue; Lt. 
Charles Ferguson of Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis., pilot of a B-17 which 
attempted an earlier rescue; and 
Lts. A. M. Hedvall, James F. 
Buerke and Howard L. Halstead, 
all of Greenville, S. C., who at- 
tempted glider rescues of the 
earlier group. The other rescued 
airmen remained with their fami- 
lies in Greenland, 

No elaborate reception for the 
flyers was planned. They went 
to a hotel. Later some planned 
to leave for their homes. Man 
informal invitations were extend- 
ed to them. ö

He is a former president of the 
Illinois Mining Institute and a 
member of the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical En- 
gineers. He holds first-class cer- 
tificates of competency for mine 
managers and hoisting engineers, 
the IIlinois certificate for first-aid 
and rescue work, and Department 
of Interior certificates in first-aid 
training and accident prevention. 

Starks was born at Westville, 
Til. He worked in mines at Grape 
“Creek and Westville and in the 
Saline, Williamson and Franklin 
county fileds. He has served as 
miner, top man, fireman, assistant 
mining engineer, mine examiner, 
face boss and mine manager. He 
served eight years as Peabody 
mine superintendent at Kincaid, 
nine years as superintendent at 
Langleyville and three years as 
division superintendent in the 
Southern Illinois field. 

For four years he was a state 
mine inspector in the counties of

Liability insurance rates paid by 
Illinois tavern operators will be 
doubled in 1949 because of the in- 
creasing number of law suits 
against tavern operators under the 
state dram shop law. 

The law permits recovery 

through legal action from a tavern 
owner serving drinks to an indi- 
vidual who then goes out and. be- 
comes involved in an assault, an 
accident or a disturbance, leading 
to the injury of persons or the 
destruction of property.

C.B.S. HEAD SAYS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31 (AP) — 
Frank Stanton, C.B.S. president, 
made it clear yesterday his net- 
work isn’t through with its talent 
raids on competitors. 

Stanton, in a yearend state- 
ment, cited as highlights the deals 
in which C.B.S. got Amos n' Andy 

and Jack Benny from N.B.C., as 
well as exclusive broadcast rights 
to the Rose Bowl football game. 

“At the year’s end,” he said, 
“negotiations were being carried 
forth to add other prominent ar- 
tists and programs to the sched- 


ule.” 

Meanwhile, N.B.C. reported its 
1948 gross revenues from sales of 
radio broadcast time were 6 per 
cént greater than in 1947. The 
network is a subsidiary of Radio 
Corporation of America. 

The yearend report said N.B.C.’s 
television network grew from four 
stations at the start of 1948 to 25 
stations at the yearend. It added 
that N.B.C. now has 30 television 
network advertisers, “almost four 
times as many as all other net- 
works combined.” 

N. B. C. said 12 of its commercial 
programs on the East coast tele- 
vision network “were sponsored 
by clients who were not buying 
time in radio—the others were 
presented by advertisers who were 
spending additional money for 
these programs.“

1948 GOOD AND DULL 
IN WEATHER “RECORD 


Average Temperature Half 
Degree Above Normal, Most 
Snow Since 1939. 


The weather man cast a con- 
templative eye today over the 


records of what the weather had 


been up to in St. Louis in 1948, 
and ‘announced that it had been 
a good, though dull, year, meteor- 
ologically speaking. 

The mercury in Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren's downtown 
thermometer stayed within bounds 
all year, hitting a low of 1 above 
on Jan, 28 and a high of 99 Aug. 
23. St. Louis’s unseasonably warm 
December this year, 4.1 degrees 
above normal, helped raise the 
average temperature for 1948 to 
56.7, which is one-half 
above normal. 

It was the driest year since 1944. 
Total precipitation in 1948 was 
34.51 inches, three inches below 
average. ‘Snow, however, totaled 
22 inches, the h/ viest since 1939's 
30 inches. 

There were 16 dense fogs this 
year, the most since 1937’s seven- 
teen, but only one recent year has 
a better smoke reeord than 1948. 
One heavy and seven moderate 
smoke palls choked St. Louisans 
this year. In 1946, there were one 
heavy and only four moderate 
palls. St. Louisans in 1940 fought 
their’ way through 24 thick and 
62 moderate palls. 

For the sixth time in the last 
seven years, the Mississippi river 
rose above flood stage in 1948, 
hitting a hign of 34.6 last March 

The year’s low stage, 3.1 feet 
below zero last Feb. 12, was the 
lowest here since 1940, and this 
month’s low of minus 2.5 was the 
lowest for December since 1939. 

Wahlgren exercised his cus- 


tomary restraint in predictions for 
1949. After due thought, he said,

50 PCT. INCREASE IN NUMBER 
‘OF BANKRUPTCY CASES IN 1948 


The number of bankruptcy cases 
filed in United States District 
Court this year increased by more 
than 50 per cent over the number 
filed in 1947, a check of the rec- 
ords diselosed yesterday. There 
have been 91 such ~ases filed this 
year. There were 58 last year. 

The bankruptcies involve both 
individuals and business firms. 
The trend has been toward more 
bankruptcies since the end of the 
war as there were 62 cases in 
1946 and 55 in 1945. 

Clerks in the office of Referee 
in Bankruptcy William O’Herin 
pointed out, however, that the 
number of bankruptcies filed in 
a 12-month period now is still far 
below that of the depression years 
in the early 1930’s. At times in 
that decade, they said, as many as

. WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
Senator Taft of Ohio rallied regu- 
lar Republican support today 
against an effort by 13 self-styled 
G. O. P. “liberals” to oust him from 
Senate party leadership. 

The rebels called in blunt terms 
for Taft's political head yesterday, 
and chose Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts to oppose him. 

Senator Ives of New York, as 
spokesman, said the group wants 
Lodge to replace Taft as chair- 
man of the Senate Republican 
policy committee because they feel 
that under Taft their party “is in 
a state of almost suspended ani- 
mation.” 

The showdown will come Mon- 
day at a caucus of all Republican 
Senators. 

(United Press Correspondent 
John L. Steele said the stop-Taft 
forces appeared to be about five 
votes short of the number needed 
to oust Taft. He said an informal 
poll showed the decision apparent- 
ly ‘rests with four new Senators 
and a few holdovers who are still 
neutral.) 

Ives said Lodge “reflects the 
moving forces of the Republican 
party—the more modern philoso- 
phy of the party.” 

Taft Predicts Victory. 

Taft replied with a tart predic- 
tion of his own election “by a 
substantial majority of the Re- 
publican Senators.” 

“The group of Senators who 
have met failed to state any criti- 
cism of the Senate Republican 
program during the past two years 
as guided by. the policy committee 
of which I have been chairman,” 
Taft told . reporters. 

“In fact they nearly all sup- 

ported it wholeheartedly—nor do 
they now indicate any respect in 
which they wish to change that 
policy.“ 
There was strong evidence that 
Taft's move to change the rules 
so that he can remain at the policy 
helm had much more substantial 
backing than the “liberal” group 
could ‘muster. 

Their 13 publicly acknowledged 
members represent less than a 
third ot the 42 Republicans who 


yin sit in the new Senate.

Wages have not suffered but 
rose on the average from $1.23 an 
hour in August, 1947, when the 
law became effective, to $1.36 last 
September, and unions have con- 
tinued their growth, |

Some Data From Sayre’s Office. 


Some of the most important pa- 
pers involved, it said, came from 
the office of Assistant Secretary 
Francis B. Sayre and 
have. been identified by Sayre. 

Only these four people, it said, 
had. access to them: Sayre, his 
first assistant, Alger Hiss; his ad- 
ministrative assistant, Eunice Lin- 
coln, and a secretary-stenographer, 
Anna Belle Newcomb. The commit- 
tee said both Sayre and Hiss made 
it a practice to take documents 
home with them for study. Hiss 
is now on paid leave from his $20,- 
000-a-year job as head of the Car- 
negie Foundation for International 
Peace. 

The report noted that Sayre and 
the two women have said they 
never gave documents to any un- 
authorized person. 

Hiss is under federal indictment 
in New York on two perjury counts 
growing out of his denial that he 
knew Chambers or had handed 
him Government secrets. The 
committee said Chambers has pro- 
duced three documents in Hiss’s 
handwriting.

TIN SAVING PLAN CONTINUED 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department said 
yesterday its tin saving program 
would be continued through next 
June 30. The program puts limits 
on the amount of tin that can be 
used to make cans for beer and 
coffee. It also rations pig tin and 
tinplate to manufacturers. The 
aim is to assure sufficient food 
cans and to enable the Govern- 
ment to stockpile tin against a 
War emergency.

The only punishment of lynch- 
ers reported was in the Turner 
case, where “one person received 
the death sentence and three per- 
sons were sentenced to life im- 
prisonment.” 

The report said Turner was 
charged with stealing cattle from 
his landlord. He was released for 
lack of evidence, but was later 
found dead on the plantation of 
the owner of the stolen cattle. He 
had been beaten and his body 
burned.

The crown, worn by 
Hungary’s first king, has been a 
sacred relic for centuries. It was 
carried off by the Germans dur- 
ing the war and eventually was 
recovered by United States Army 
troops in 1 It now is in the 
possession of the American occu- 
pation force in Germany. 
Washington has reached no de- 
cision yet regarding the return of 
the crown, an informant in Berlin 
said. The Americans delayed ac- 
tion on Hungary’s first postwar 
request for the crown because of 
the possibility that it might be 
seized as “reparations” by Soviet 
occupation troops in Budapest. 
Meanwhile, the Hungarian Gov-

Matthews announced the Court 
would support Hodson and would 
not withdraw its approval of the 
route. 

Hodson estimated the extension 
proposed by the property owners 
would add about 500 feet to the 
project and would cost an addi- 
tional 

The Highway Department has 
estimated the cost of extending 
Delmar at $100,000 to $115,000 a 
mile for acquisition of the right- 
of-way and construction of the 
road, Delmar now ends at Mo-

House Subcommittee Says 
‘Invisible Branch’ Seeks to 
Dominate Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
A House committee said today 
that “a fourth, invisible branch” 
of the Government, which it called 
“the bureaucratic branch,” is try- 


ing to dominitte Congress and may 
succeed. 

The accusation was made in a 
report by the Republican-con- 
trolled House Executive Expend- 
itures Committee. Democratic | 
members criticized the report as 
“strictly partisan” and refused to 
approve it. 

The report said “the greatest 
and most effective lobby in the 
nation today is that conducted by 
federal administrative agencies.” 

It said the constitution provides 
for a Federal Government of three 
separate branches but “there is a 
fourth, invisible branch that is be- 
coming more powerful every day. 
This is the bureaucratic branch.” 

The committee said this group 
now exercises increasing influence 
on legislation and “might very 
conceivably come to «exercise such 
invisible power that it will seek to 
dominate the executive branch as 
it is now seeking to dominate 
Congress. 

“Unless proper checks are de- 
vised and enforced, the inevitable 
result will be further concentra- 
tion of power in the Federal Gov- 
ernment, higher taxes and less 
freedom for the individual,” it E 
added. 

The report was prepared by a 
subcommittee headed by Repre-

FRANCE AND BRITAN

Paris Sending Foreign Min- 
ister to London at Invita- 
tion of Britain’s Bevin. 


PARIS, Dec. 31 (UP)—France 
and Britain agreed last night to 
try to improve their worsening re- 


lations before the friction endan- 
gers Western defense plans. 

The Quai D’Orsay announced 
that Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman will go to London Jan. 
12 for a two-day conference with 
British Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin. : 

Schuman’s trip, which was sug- 
gested by Bevin, will climax 
months of steadily deteriorating 
relations, a situation which has 
caused increasing concern in both 
Paris and London. French offi- 
cials say relations between the 
two countries have reached their 
lowest point since the 50-year 
Dunkeryue alliance was signed 
March 4, 1947. 

It was understood the Schuman- 
Bevin conversations will cover the 
whole field of British-French re- 
lations, but no detailed agenda for 
the talks has yet been prepared.: 

Officials said the talks will be 
designed to give a shot in the arm 
to the traditional entente cordiale 
between Britain and France. They 
said all plans for the western 
European union and the North 
Atlantic alliance between western 
Europe, Canada and the United 
States depend on solid relations 
between France and Britain. 

The chief source of — 
ment in recent months has 
the question of Germany. The a1 — 
nouncement Tuesday that the 
Ruhr will be placed under an in- 
ternational authority was hailed 
in Paris as a major French vie- 
tory. But some Frenchmen fear 
the United States and Britain plan 
to rebuild a strong centralized 
Germany instead of a loose fed- 
eration of semi-autonomous states 
which would not threaten French 
secyrity. 

Another serious source of dis- 
agreement is how economic re- 
covery is to be effected in Europe. 
French officials believe Britain’s 
refusal to buy French luxury 
goods endangers French plans for 
economic recovery. Sir Stafford 
Cripps, British economic chief, has 
announced that Britain intends to 
maintain a large favorable trade 
balance with France and other 
“soft currency” nations. He said 
also that Britain’s strict “austeri- 
ty” program will continue, at least 
into 1952. 

Britain, on the other hand, be- 
lieves France could do with a 
great deal more “austerity” than 
the nation is experiencing now. 
The British believe that the in- 
stability of the French franc will 
western European eco- 
nomic recovery and possibly force 
a reduction in the value of the 
pound sterling.

Unquestionably this report will 
provide persuasive arguments for 
those seeking legislation to set up 
a similiar agency in the Missouri 
Valley. There are two significant 
statements that will be noted by 
supporters of a Missouri Valley 
Authority. The first is this: 

“The faster rate of economic 
growth in thé Tennessee Valley 
has been brought about chiefly 
by the people’s use of a new 
method of regional development 
given life in the creation of 
TVA by the Congress in 1933. 
TVA's construction of dams and 
other physical facilities beyond 
the scope of individual states or 
private enterprise has enlarged 
the opportunities for thousands 
of citizens and other agencies— 
federal, state and local — to 
carry out their specific respon- 
sibilities in the conservation 
and use of resources. 

“The TVA has served in many 
respects as a prime mover in 
this drive for an integrated re- 
gional development. The respon- 
sibility in this regional public 
corporation for seeing the prob- 
lems and resources of the valley 
as a whole has provided a focal 
point for co-operation among 
many people and many agen- 
cies.” 


Value of a Single Agency.

Greater economic activity and 
increasing income have enabled 
the valley states and local gov- 
ernments to obtain greater rev- 
enues, to reduce their public debt 
and to improve services.

Expenditures for 
schools almost doubled. 


In 1933 individual income taxes 
from the seven states were 3.4 per 
cent of the total of such taxes in 
the entire country. Fourteen years 
later they were 6.3 per cent. The 
cumulative increase in additional 
revenues to the Federal Govern- 
ment has amounted to two billion 
dollars. 

Rising incomes have increased 
purchasing power of the people in 
the valley for goods made in many 
other parts of the country. ere 
was a greater increase in retail 
sales than in other parts of the 
nation. The development of elec- 
tric power trebled the number of 
residential power consumers, 
quadrupled the average use of 
electricity per eustomer and pro- 
vided an increasing market for 
electrical appliances, most of 
which are manufactured in the 
North and East.

Hazard for Bureaucrats in Brass.

Experience shows that few 
administrators can survive in- 
ternal war in their departments 
when it becomes sufficiently well 
advertised. 

Of the three services, the Navy 
has seemed the quietest lately. 
This is hardly due to inherent vir- 
ture; of all who wear the uniform, 
the Admirals are least flexible.

Russia Has Big Army in Europe, 
But Is Weaker Than United West

This is an over-simplification of 
the relative strength of Russia 
and its puppet states. Russia has 
some strength out of proportion 
to its size, but is far weaker than 
the united West which is not yet 
united militarily. 

Big Army Partly Offest. 

First, Russia has a large armed 
force in Europe, with advance 
guards deep in Germany, through 
the use of its occupation zone. This 
automatically gives it a power ad- 
vantage by holding over the west 
of Europe the silent but potential 
threat of military action, 

This advantage is offset some- 
what by the presence of American 
troops in western Germany. As 
long as these troops are there, 
Russia must run over them and 
involve the United States before 
it can get at the rest of Europe. 
The Soviet Army is the largest 
in the world and has quick land 
access to Europe, and this will 
always be considered in diplo- 
macy, just as small nations had 
to consider the threat of over- 
whelming Nazi force in their nego- 
tiations. 

As Europe grows stronger eco- 
nomically and can support its 
own forces and merge them into 
an alliance such as the present 
Western Union, this threat di- 
minishes, 

Soviet Transport Problem. 

Western Europe need not have 
nearly as large a force as Russia 
to feel safe from aggression. The 
Soviet Army is a long way from 
its bases. Its lines of communica- 
tion are none too good. It is 
doubtful if it could support more 
than one-third or one-half its total 
strength in a prolonged campaign. 

Some military men feel that at 
present Soviet forces could sweep 
quickly to the Atlantic. Others 
feel the Russians could be blocked 
in southern France or Spain until 
the West—meaning America— 
gathered strength for an offensive. 
A few feel that Russia could be 
stopped long enough on the Rhine 
to bring American strength into 
the battle. 

Added to Soviet military 
strength is the diplomatic and, in 
case of war, fifth column strength 
that can be exerted through Com- 
munist party cells.

however, to achieve its most vital 
aims. It has harassed, but failed 
to stop, the European aid program.

As an espionage and fifth col- 
umn force in war it would be even 
more threatening. There is a 
growing feeling, however, that its 
effect in war would be about the 
same as in peace. Harassing and 
crippling, but not strong enough 
to be decisive. 

There is no way of telling until 
war comes. It can only be listed 
as a source of Soviet strength— 
effectiveness unknown. 

One of Russia’s chief sources of 
strength has dwindled away to 
nothing. This was the reserve of 
good will it had coupled with 
thousands of honest sympathizers 
at the end of the war. Ruthless 
Soviet destruction of civil liberties 
in eastern Europe and a “rule or 
ruin” policy for the rest of Eu- 
rope have driven this large group 
into opposition. 

Several Weaknesses. 

The Soviet position has several 
outstanding weaknesses. 

First of these is its low indus- 
trial potential compared to the 
West. 

Modern wars are run on indus- 
trial strength, and steel is the 
index. Russia’s five-year program 
calls for 20 million tons of steel 
yearly by 1950. This is about one- 
fourth as much as the United 
States can produce in even an 
average year. Britain produces 
now 15 million tons. Even with 
reparations deliveries, crippled

million.

HE phenomenon of the Amer- 
‘§ ican air lift to Berlin may be 

taken as a sort of parable of 
the best and worst in American 
foreign relations. The air lift it- 
self stands for the energy, ingenu- 
ity and great resources which 
have, at least thus far, enabled 
us to escape from the tight spots 
we keep getting into. But the 
circumstances that led to the air 
supply of Berlin stand equally well 
for the somewhat incoherent 
methods of policy-making which 
tend to get us into these tight 


spots. 


The background story can and 
should be told at last. Briefly, as 
Was reported in this space last 
spring, the Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin was anticipated by American 
and British intelligence at least 
three months before it was im- 
posed, Yet, no co-ordinated prep- 
arations for the blockade were 
made, either between the Amer- 
ican, British and French govern- 
ments, or even between the Amer- 
ican policy-makers in Washing- 
ton and Gen. Lucius D. Clay and 
the other Americans in charge in 
Germany. 
The trouble seems to have been 
that Washington was having one 
of its pouting fits over Gen. Clay’s 
occasionally rather arbitrary 
methods. At any rate, Gen. Clay, 
his political adviser, Ambassador 
Robert Murphy, and his Air Com- 
mander, Lieut. Gen. Curtis E. Le 
May, were left to agree among 
themselves on a course of action. 
When the expected Soviet block- 
ade was fully declared, they de- 
cided to call the Soviet bluff by 
Sending an armed train or con- 
voy through to the beleagured 
city. They recognized the risk of 
war involved, but they estimated 
it as only one chance in 10. 

As soon as the Russians cut 
all communication with Berlin, 
Gen, Clay told Washington he 
was ordering an armed convoy. 
A train actually was dispatched, 
and the American troops on 
board were ordered to resist 
Soviet interference with the 
train’s progress. But the young 
officer in charge lost his nerve 
when the train was halted, and 
this first installment of the 
Plan miscarriea. 

Meanwhile, Washington, Lon- 
don and Paris had begun running 
around in circles. The notion of 
sending an armed convoy to Ber- 
lin was supremely repugnant to 
Paris. London was far from en- 
thusiastic. And in Washington,

A Hindu Replies 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I Was surprised to note in the Dec. 12 
Post-Dispatch the contradictory and bi- 
ased character of an article under the 
caption “No More Untouchables in 
India,” by O. M. Green, who is also the 
correspondent of the London Observer. 

Referring to Mahatma Gandhi's serv- 
ices to the so-called outcastes, Mr. 
Greén has charged Mahatma Gandhi of 
wrecking the “British Government’s at- 
tempt to have seats in the provincial 
legislatures reserved for the outcastes” 
by a fast unto death in 1931. 

Anyone familiar with that episode will 
only pity Mr. Green's knowledge of that 
problem. 

“Divide and rule” had been the policy 
of the British Government in India 
since its very inception. In order to 
create cleavage between the Hindus and 
the Moslems the British Government 
first introduced separate electorate for 
the Moslems without consulting the 
people of India. Later, in 1931, the Brit- 
ish Government wanted to weaken the 
jindus further by granting separate 
electorate to the so-called outcastes, so 
that the British rule in India might be 
perpetuated. Gandhi opposed that im- 
perialist trick by staking his life. He 
won and won by the support of those 
so-called outcastes. 

The so-called outcastes were benefit- 
ted by Gandhi's action because he guar- 
anteed for them almost twice as many 
seats in all legislatures as the British 
Government had attempted to reserve. 

So Mr. Green's apology for the British 
Government is without any foundation. 
In order to defame India in the eyes of 
the world, the British Government never 
cared to put a check on the evil prac- 
tices in India, whereas Gandhi's dis- 
ciples ended all such evils in so short a 
time that the whole world is amazed. 

Secondly, While trying to analyze the 
fundamentals of the Hindu religion Mr, 
Green has rightly inferred that the 
Karma or actions of an individual in 
one existence decides whether he will be 
in the next. But, later he completely 
forgets his own inference in his discus- 
sion of the relationships of the so-called 
outcastes with the other Hindus, by con- 
cluding that the late perpetrate all 
sorts of horrors on the outcastes in the 
belief that “the sooner he (outcaste) 
can be hurried out of this existence, the 
sooner he will enter on a happier one.” 

Concerning this interpretation J can 
only say that the premise and conclu- 
sion of Mr. Green are quite contradic- 

ry. How could a believer in the Hindu 

theory perpetrate horrors on 
another person if that theory teaches 
that his heinous actions of this life will 
deliver him to wretched life in the 
next?

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Stalin's World 
_ While Stalin professes willingness to live peace- 
ably in the world with the capitalist democra- 
cies, he plans their revolutionary overthrow, by 
force of arms if necessary, and their transfor- 
mation into Communist states with “collective 
direction” from Moscow. Such is the conclusion 
of ararticle in Foreign Affairs written by George 
Morgan, first secretary of the American Embas- 
sy in Moscow, under the name of “Historicus.” 

Because of Mr. Morgan's status as one of the 
State Department's Soviet experts, his article, 
“Stalin on Revolution,” is causing. speculation 
that it bears the stamp of approval of the State 
Department and that it may be considered the 
basis of the United States’ dealings with the So- 
viet Union. 

It is bitter, tragic reading, Mr. Morgan does 
not content himself with saying what Josef Sta- 
lin intends—he lets the Communist czar say it 
for himself. It had already been said, virtual- 
ly all of it, in Stalin’s two books “Problems of 
Leninism” and “History of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union.” But condensed into 40 
pages and with its implications and applications 
spelled out as Mr. Morgan does it, the Foreign 
Affairs article should leave no room for doubt 
in even the most muddle-headed follower of 
Henry Wallace’s “Progressive” party. 

; — — — 


From these few pages there emerges the full 
length portrait of a fanatic who is willing to 
plunge the world into another world war, and 
then still others and still others, until Com- 
munism reigns everywhere. What use the world 
would be to Communists or anyone else by that 
time, Stalin neglects to say. Undoubtedly he also 
neglects to think, for the realization of what it 
would mean would prevent any sane person from 
speaking of it as he does. And plainly Stalin’s 
intentions for the future are also those of the 
whole Soviet hierarchy. 

Stalin’s reassuring statements to the democ- 
racies are no more than tactical deceptions, Mr. 
Morgan says, intended to postpone an “inevit- 
able” war with them until they have helped 
Russia build itself up as a base for world revo- 
lution and conditions favor a Communist vic- 
tory in a war to the death between Communism 
and capitalism. Stalin says so, in so many 
words, and they are quoted in this article clear 
and unmistakable. 

While the Russian dictator tells the world, 
over a period of years, in interviews with H. G. 
Wells, Roy Howard, Alexander Werth, Walter 
Duranty, Elliott Roosevelt and Harold Stassen, 
that Russia and the United States can co-operate 
peacefully, to his own people he echoes with 
emphasis the words of Lenin: 

„. . , The existence of the Soviet Republic 
side by side with the imperialist states for a 
long time is unthinkable. In the end one or the 
other will conquer. And until that end comes, 
a series of the most terrible collisions between 
the Soviet Union and the bourgeois states is in- 
evitable.“ 5

When Stalin speaks of co-operation, as Mr. 
Morgan analyzes him through his own words, he < 
means co-operation for a temporary period 
during which the revolutionary tide has changed 
from flow to ebb and Moscow can best serve its 
eventual aims by building itself up as the world 
revolutionary base with the aid of the capitalist 
states it intends later to destroy. 

These words of Stalin’s shed a terrible and 
utterly revealing light on Russia’s intentions 
toward the United Nations, and toward the ur- 
gent effort which all the rest of the world is 
making.for international control of the atomic 
bomb. Finally, they show that Stalin regards 
Communists in other countries as quislings and 
Fifth Columnists, neither more nor less. 

“Many of... Stalin's... policies toward Brit- 
ain and the United States,” writes Mr. Mor- 


gan, “can be regarded as a delaying action; by 


retarding realization on the part of these coun- 
tries of what is really going on, then minimizing 
efforts to intervene as realization gradually 
dawns, they, in effect, tend to isolate the ‘bour- 
geoisie’ in the countries singled out for revo- 
lution until Communist control is established.

The United States can take the lead in rid- 
ding the world of the evils which Stalin expects 
to turn to the uses of Communist revolution. It 
can see that its wonderful productive plant is 
used for “the systematic improvement of the 
material conditions of the masses of the people,” 
in Stalin’s words, as well as for profit, instead 
of being so far devoted to maximum profits 
that regard for its usefulness to the people is 
crowded out. 

Colonial peoples can be helped to realize their 
aspirations, instead. of being left to serve as a 
hotbed for Communism, as the Dutch are doing 
in the East Indies and the French in Indochina, 
Depressions and conflicts among capitalist states, 
which Stalin expects to provide the climactic 
Communist opportunity, can be averted. 

Mr. Morgan thinks capitalism and democracy 
have 15 or 20 years of grace, What they do 
with it, or fail to do with it, seems likely to de- 
termine whether the world will be slave or free 
for hundreds of years to come.

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A Constructive Defense Report 

There are three main parts to the first an- 
nual report of the Secretary of National De- 
fense: that which deals with the international 
situation, that which cites the gains under the 
Defense Unification Act and that which pro- 
poses further changes in the interests of greater 
efficiency and security. i 

The section which concerns the international 
situation is essentially another move in the cold 
war. In it Mr. Forrestal calls on the American 
people to join in rearming non-Communist 


countries in Europe. He goes so far as to hint 


that Americans may have to deny themselves 
and to pay higher taxes to keep Communism 
in check in the world. Even those who do not 
like either prospect and who shy at the outright 
arming of anti-Communist forces will agree for 
the most part that the Marshall plan needs mili- 
tary supplementation. 

As for the gains under the armed services 
merger, Mr. Forrestal draws an impressive list. 
He shows how joint plans for national security 
have been worked out; how definite roles have 
been assigned to the Army, the Navy and the 
Air Force; how procurement of supplies is being 
co-ordinated; how research is furthered by a 
joint board which keeps the services mutually in- 
formed of weapons development and other 
projects; how combined training exercises are 
facilitated. ; 

The merger has also helped in such matters 
as a uniform code of justice for the armed serv- 
ices, consolidation of the several air transport 
services into the single Military Transport Serv- 
ice, the elimination of duplicated hospital serv- 
ices, and so on. 

The most important part of the report, how- 
ever, deals with recommendations for still fur- 
ther improvement. Here Mr. Forrestal comes to 
grips with such a problem as the present undig- 
nified as well as dangerous competition of the 
Secretaries of the Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force for appropriations for the still more or 
less rival services. He calls for clarification of 
the authority of the Secretary of Defense over 
the three service secretaries and for a fixing of 
responsibility on the top secretary for overall 
defense policy. 

The other recommendations deal with situa- 
tions about which the public is less informed. 
One, for example, would take the Secretaries 
of the Army, the Navy and the Air Force from 
the National Security Council, leaving their 


interests in the hands of the Secretary of De- 


fense. This, too, appears in order since it would 
be a move to establish the three service secre- 
taries in a position subordinate to the overall 
secretary. 

Mr. Forrestal’s report will be much studied 
in the new Congress in the preparation of legis-. 
lation to make the merger work out better 
in its second year than in its first. It is already 
a landmark document in the urgent business 
of perfecting the administrative organization 
of the armed forces. 
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Worthy Efforts in Illinois

The Mirror

The sources of the Ozark streams are much visited in spring, sum- 
mer and fall, but there is much to recommend an “off-season” trip; 
bare trees open new vistas and Christmas fern remains green along 
the rivers; and the springs are as fascinating as ever.

The Missouri Ozarks are resplendent in 
autumn, enchanting in spring, and a 
better-than-passable summer vacation-land 
for Midwesterners unable to journey longer 
distances to cooler summer climates. 
Famed in story and legend for hillbillies, 
“feudin’,” and Jesse James, noted as a 
hunting and fishing ground where «deer, 
wild turkey and rainbow trout can be had, 
clothed in the scarlet and gold of autumn 
by their deciduous forest cover, the Ozarks 
remain all but forgotten in winter. 

Yet there is much te recommend mid- 
southern Missouri in the “off-season.” 
When those same brilliant trees have shed 
their autumn glory new vistas are opened 
and rocky profiles hidden by summer ver- 
dure stand out with all their rugged in- 
dividualism. Brisk and biting winds put a 
tang. into life atop the accordant ridges, 
but down in the unending series of valleys, 
banks of leaves pile high where the spirit 
of the wind has been broken. All winter 
the Christmas fern holds its greenness, and 
in early March from among the fallen 
leaves will come forth the delicate hepati- 
cas, toothworts, bloodroots and anemones 
before ever an oak has unfolded its leaf to 
the new growing season. 


Defaced by Visitors 
The fast-water, ‘spring-fed rivers of 


southern Missouri are crystal-clear 
throughout most of the year, but they are a 
microcosm of enchantment in the winter 


for the hardy who will brave some cold and 


inconvenience to get off the beaten track. 
There is no more spectacular way to be- 
come intimate with the winter beauty of 
the Ozarks than to float or canoe down the 
upper Meramec, Current, Eleven Points, 
North Fork, Jack’s Fork, Black, Cowskin, 
Gasconade, Piney or St. Francis rivers 
from October to April. 


The unusual feature of mid-southern 


Missouri is the large number of springs 
feeding the fast-water rivers. Big Spring, 
on the lower Currént river, one of the larg- 
est in the nation, is particularly well- 
known and only too much defaced by the 
scores of seasonal visitors. Other accéssible 
springs include Meramec Springs, at the 
headwaters of the Meramec, Alley Spring, 
the source of most of the Jack’s Fork 
water, Round Spring, on the middle Cur- 
rent, Montauk Spring, at the headwaters of 
the Current, Greer Spring, the patron of 
the Eleven Points, and a number of others. 


Long-Johns for Floats 


It is the multitude of lesser-known 
springs along the waterways, however, that 
add real enjoyment to the downstream 
float by canoe or “long- og 
trips on the fast-water rivers must be from 
an upper put-in to a lower pick-up, for 
even the most athletic among us could not 
the chutes and rapids so abundant in the

More maneuverable than the long-john is 
a canoe, but it is near to impossible not to 
scratch and scuff one’s canoe during a 50- 
mile trip down any of the more picturesque 
rivers. ä 


Mistletoe Above Oaks 


A atop for superlatively cold water at one 
of the less visited springs (not that most 
folk don’t drink directly from the river), or 
an over-night camp. nearby, is to partake 
of nature’s finest. Such springs are largely 
inaccessible except by river. Even in mid- 
winter they are margined with the green of 
many kinds of mosses, liverworts, algae, 
ferns and crisp watercress. Above, in the 
gaunt oaks and sycamores, may be seen the 
winter green of mistletoe, perhaps reflected 
in perfect image in the mirror of the 
spring or pool. Looking downward to the 
floor of the spring, various aquatic plants 
are seen to sway sinuously in the current 
and to form a tracery of green unsurpassed 
in any man-planned aquarium. 

Perhaps, too, a trout or other fish will 
add interest. Herons, buzzards, kingfish- 
ers, ducks and a host of smaller birds are 
usually encountered. The robin, traditional 
harbinger. of spring, winters in immense 
flocks along the valleys of these clear- 
water rivers. The osprey is still frequent 
midst the bars and bluffs of Misapuri’s last 
touch of wilderness. 


The Majesty of Hills 


And not least of all is the sheer beauty 
of the waters themselves. Looking into the 
deepness of Blue Spring, on the Current 
below Owl’s Bend, the awe of unplumbed 
depths holds one fascinated. It is as if the 
unclouded sky were here projected down- 
ward. Pulitight Spring, in a ravine-like 
niche west of a bend of the upper Current, 
pours its waters forth with a gurgle and 
splash in a champagne toast to the last re- 
maining wilderness of the Ozarks. 

Cave Spring, likewise on the upper Cur- 
rent, yields the secret.of its source only to 
those who will invade by boat and flash- 
lamp the darkness of its recess. And 
similarly do many other springs, both

Tale in Pictures 


PASSIONATE JOURNEY: A Novel in 165 Woodcuts, by 
Frans Masereel, Introduction by Thomas Mann. 
(Lear, $3.00.) ä

It is as an illustrator that the Flemish 

artist Frans Masereel is perhaps best 

known; but his most characteristic books 
are wordless, like the present volume. He 
himself calls them romans en images or 
picture-stories. “Passionate Journey” re- 
lates, in bold black and dramatic white, the 
adventures of a young man as he makes 
his first independent exploration of life. 

The turmoil and glitter of a city, sport, 

fashion, art impinge on his eager eye. A 

first experience of sensual love exalts him, 

fills him with goodwill toward animals, 
helpless people and children. More com- 
plex experiences—some of them tragic — 
follow. He proves capable of rebellion, 
even of contempt for mankind in the mass. 

Bucolic moods are followed by devout ones 

and his spiritual adventures culminate — 

if one reads the pictures correctly—in a 

strong assertion of his belonging in and 

triumphing over the visible universe. 
Published earlier as “My Book of Hours” 
with a brief foreword by. Romain Rol- 
and, the suite of pictures is bowdlerized 
by a few omissions in the present edition 
and accompanied by a long preface by 
Thomas Mann: This seems to have been 
written in 1926 for a German printing. Its 
enthusiastic comment and description ap- 
pear less dated, however, than condescend- 
ing to the reader, particularly in the open- 
ing suggestion that “not every one... 
may be ‘cultured’ enough to read... in 
the original” the quotations from Walt 

Whitman and from Rolland with which 

Masereel prefaced his woodcuts. And, rath- 

er astonishingly, Mr. Mann, in translating 

Rolland, makes a singular error: for des 

roses et des gratte-culs is far from mean- 

ing “roses and skyscrapers,” a gratte-cul 
being the fruit of the rose, or rose-apple. 

In neither old nor new edition is there 
any particular appreciation of the work 
of Masereel, of his astounding technique 
or of other qualities—the paucity of facial 
expression in his figyres—that make him 

a notable but not quite a first-rate artist. 

The respective references of the distin- 

guished writers to “our blood-stained era” 

and to “this time of confusion” even dis- 
tract from the timelessness and general 
tenor of the artist, whose hero visibly ac- 
cepts, plunges into and surmounts life with 

a hedonism so complete that save for the 

briefest spell, he undertakes no kind of 


work. %

ZI shall, to the best of my ability, 
Tesist the inroads of that insidious 
disease, Washingtonitis, which de- 
ludes its victims, and they are 
many, into believing that this 
capital is the seat of all wisdom 
and all ability. . : 

I shall try severely to ration 
myself in the use of the word 
“crisis” and the word “problem.” 
Perhaps once a week would be 
enough for “crisis.” I don’t see, 
however, how I can get along 
without using “problem” a mini- 
mum of twice a week. 


Challenge to Our World. 


Rationing the word “crisis” is 
not going to be easy. It seems to 
jump out of so many headlines in 
almost any newspaper. The colum- 
nist always is shaking it threaten- 
ingly in the reader's face. 


But a lot can de said in defense 
f the habit. For with each pass- 
ng week, it becomes clearer that 
the weary world is in a state of 
crisis which shows no signs of 
abating in 1949. 

Our form of civilization in the 
West is challenged by another 


what this means. Too often we 
fall to realize that What we do at 
home is directly related to the 
challenge, 

Raw Material for Reds. 

The growing drive to remove the 
barriers of racial discrimination is 
being watched by peoples every- 
where.

What Resolutions Are For. 


No one who has looked at the 
two systems with anything like 
objectivity can doubt which offers 
the most in both material rewards 
and in the freedoms that give 
space to the development of the 
human spirit. Many who were de- 
ceived in the ‘thirties by the prom- 
ise of a perfect state that Com- 
munism seemed to hold out long 
since have been undeceived by the 
1 realities of Soviet Rus- 
sia. 


Most of us in this ¢@untry, indi- 
vidualists, complete and total, find 
it hard to comprehend that we 
have an individual responsibility. 
The challenge is directed not at 
an abstraction but at each and 
every one of us. 

The best hope of peace is in the 
acceptance of this challenge. It 
is in a demonstration that our way 
of life is capable of continuous 
evolution toward higher and high- 
er standards of freedom, equalfty 
of opportunity and material re- 
ward. That kind of peaceful con- 
quest can finally resolve the world 
crisis. 

I have a feeling that right at 
the start I have broken my most 
solemn resolution. But that may 
be what resolutions are really for.

tion of Western Europe. 


What Has Been Done. 


During the last six months much 
work has been done to put into 
practice the policy formulated by 
the London agreements. The Ger- 
mans have been meeting in a con- 
gtitutional convention, which they 
prefer to call the Parliamentary 
Council, and their deliberations are 
interesting and significant. The 
military governors have been ne- 
gotiating the text of the occupa- 
tion statute which will in fact be 
the supreme law of western Ger- 
many, and their disagreements 
are now for Washington, London 
and Paris to resolve. 

Finally, we know the results of 
the currency reform, and there 
exists a plan, now in the hands of 
the Marshall aid countries, which 
is supposed to show how the econ- 
omy of western Germany is to be- 
come prosperous and solvent. 


These three parallel develop- 
ments need to be studied together.

Yet it will be asked to 
govern a German territory in 
which all the economic and social 
conflicts and problems that exist 
in Great Britain, France and 
Italy, are present in an infinitely 
more difficult form. 

There are about the same num- 
ber of people in Western Germany 
as there are people in the United 
Kingdom and, like the British,

AFL Says . Clog 


Boards Set Up to Settle 


Jurisdictional Disputes 
With Minor Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
AFL building and construction un- 
ions are seeking to overhaul the 
peace machinery they set up nine 
months ago—under Government 
prodding—to reduce jurisdictional 
strikes. 

A major point of friction, the 
unions say, is a tendency of em- 


ployers to send minor cases’ up 
for arbitration. The unions argue 
that this clogs the works of the 
specila boards set up to handle the 
tougher jurisdictional and other 
disputes. 

AFL unions involved include 
carpenters, bricklayers, electrical 
workers, painters, plumbers and 
teamsters. A jurisdictional dispute 
is a row between two. unions as 
to which has the right to do a 
certain job. 

The peace plan called for set- 
tlement of such disputes by arbi- 
tration. 

The whole future of the plan is 
threatened if the empleyers and 
unions can't settle their differ- 
ences at a special meeting in Mi- 
ami beginning Jan. 26. 

Year-to-Year Basis. 

The plan, signed by the contrac- 
tors’ association and 19 AFL un- 
ions last March, provides that it 
may be changed or abandoned on 
| Dec. 31 each year. 
| Notice of a desire to reconsider 
| the plan was given by the building 
| trades unions to the employers, 

but the agreement was extended 

to allow the contractors and un- 
| ions to get together at the Miami 
| parley. 

| The machinery was worked out 
| last winter after conferences with 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, which has assumed re- 
sponsibility for jurisdictional 
peace in the industry under the 
Taft-Hartley act. 

What happens to the plan to 
control the jurisdictional’ warfare 
which has plagued the business in 
the past is certain to influence 
Congress in considering new labor 
legislation. President Truman and 
the unions will be demanding 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act as 
one of the first items of business 
when the FEighty-first Congress 
convenes next week. 

If the building trades plan col- 
lapses some labor officials think, 
that Congress will get tough. If 
the plan is amended satisfactorily 
and carries over another year, 
the need for legislation on juris- 
dictional disputes will have been 
lessened, they believe.

Scientists Say It May Save 
Years of Research in 
Fight on Infection. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AP)— 
The Public Health Service has de- 
veloped a process which it says 
may save years of research and 
much volunteer manpower in the | 
fight to conquer the common cold. 

Called the “color test,” it is the 
first test-tube method of detect- 
ing a virus that can cause a 
typical cold. 

It detects the presence of virus 
in the fluid of eggs inoculated 
with material originally taken 
from the nose or throat of a per- 
son suffering from a cold, Virus 
must be “grown” in eggs in order 
to be studied adequately. 


Until now, the only way scien- 
tists could tell if they were grow- 
ing virus was to inocylate healthy. 
persons with some of the egg 
material and see if they developed 
colds. 

Each such experiment requires 
the use of at least eight human 
volunteers. 

Now, Health Service researchers 
said yesterday, the addition of two 
chemicals to suspected egg fluid 
produces a “pink-to- brownish” 
color if virus is present. The 
color intensity varies according to 
the amount of virus present. 

Although the research opens the 
way to elimination of the time- 
consuming use of human volun- 
teers for virus-detection, officials 
said volunteers still will be needed 
for research designed to achieve 
specific treatment and prevention 
of colds. 

The test has been effective in 
detecting the only common cold 
virus so far isolated by science. 
But researchers say there may be 
other viruses that bring on the

“MISS TATLOCK’S MILLIONS,” which opens tonight at 
the MISSOURI THEATER, suggests a modern Hollywood 
“Volpone,” in that it wrests a good deal of sardonic amusement 
out of the spectacle of a bunch of knaves trying to outwit each 
ST other in a scramble for a huge fortune. Per- 

Lee haps Writer-Producer Charles Brackett, who 
had a hand in “The Emperor Waltz,” and 
“A Foreign Affair,” has skirted perilously 
close the edges of good taste in using an 
impersonation of a feeble-minded youth and 
a hint of incipient incest as comedy materials. 
But to us his audaciousness is justified, for 
it does manage to stay within civilized bounds and it results 
in some outrageously hilarious moments in the first half of the 
film. The second half goes into straight satiric melodrama, 
but in spite of waning of the laughs, the story holds up in 
interest. 

John Lund gives a versatile performance that alternates 
between a tough, practical movie stunt man, and the antics 
of a high-spirited chimpanzee gone haywire. He is hired by 
a cynical caretaker for Schuyler Tatlock, idiot heir to the 
Tatlock millions, to cover up the fact that Schuyler, a pyro- 
maniac, was believed burned to death in Hawail two years 
before and the caretaker has been taking allowance checks 
under false pretenses since. The presence of Schuyler is neces- 
sary at the reading of his grandfather's will. Lund, with the 
ald of eye-glasses, hair-dye, and grimaces, impersonates him, 


gleefully sets fire to draperies, listens as unnoticed as a pet 


dog while Schuyler’s relatives plot to wrest hia millions away 
from him, and finds himself falling in love with Schuyler’s 
sister. The blowoff comes when the real Schuyler, who es- 
caped his own fire, arrives with his Hawaiian wife and children. 

The always reliable Barry Fitzgerald gives another of his 
mrewd, ingratiating Gaelic characterizations as the rascal of 
a caretaker. Such sophisticated light comedy performers as 
Ika Chase and Monty Woolley help out as a couple of cultured 
leeches, and Comedian Richard Haydn, who directed the film 
as his first such effort, contributes a memorable bit as a fussy 
‘awyer. Wanda Hendrix has graduated from child roles to 
May the sister. 

The whole thing, whether from Brackett or from Haydn, 
hag some delightful touches, It was “suggested” by a play by 
Jacques Deval, and retains much of the completely unsenti- 
mental, lightly cynical French outlook, transplanted to the 


California scene, and flavored with some of the Brackett brand 


of screwball impudence and brazenness. I know that some of 
our more stiff-necked critics have frowned on this, but when 
Lund went through his antics I couldn’t resist him, bad taste 
or no, and laughed loudly and shamelessly. 

There is a B-feature, called “JIGGS AND MAGGIE IN 
COURT,” with Mickey Rooney's father as Jiggs. We haven't 
seen it, but we witnessed the first Jiggs and Maggie effort, and 
haye absolutely no intention of subjecting ourselves to further

Rodgers Tunes and Mickey's Broken Heart 

In “WORDS AND MUSIC” at LOEW’S STATE, Tom Drake 
steps out of character as Richard Rodgers long enough to 
assure us that he and Lorenz Hart, portrayed by Mickey Rooney 
were just a couple of average guys and there would be no 

attempt to gild their lives with phony drama. 
That sounded promising, and we settled back 
to at last enjoy a movie biography of some 
song-writers which would be at least half 
factual and would recognize the point that 
outside of writing songs, the lives of most 
of our nation’s bards are singularly fre, from 
the warp and woof of drama. But no. We 
were again served up the sentimental slush, palpably contrived, 
that marred “Till the Clouds Roll By,“ the same firm’s— 
M-G-M’s—hash of the life story of Jerome Kern, and the movie 
biographies of Cole Porter and George Gershwin. 

The film starts out well enough, showing the young com- 
poser and the young lyrics writer as students at Columbia 
University, along with Herbert Fields (Marshall Thompson). 
But the characters never grow up, either emotionally, mentally 
or physically. Rooney hams atrociously as Hart, his life ruined 
because he was spurned by a gal who chanted in a speakeasy. 
He finally has a supposedly tragic, but in effect ludicrous death 
scene under a theater marquee in a rainstorm. It is about as 
sickenly sticky a display of mawkishness as we've seen on the 
screen in some time. 

Outside of the blographical detail, it is a pretty sprightly 
Technicolor musical replete with 22 Rodgers-Hart tunes. 
Among the better numbers are “Blue Room,” sung by Perry 
Como, “Blue Moon,” sung by Mel Torme, “Slaughter on Tenth 
Avenue,” danced by Gene Kelly and Vera-Ejlen, “Where or 
When,” sung by Lena Horne, “Mountain Greenery,” done by 
Perry Como, and “On Your Toes,” kung and danced by Cyd 
Charisse and Dee Turnell. June Allyson, singing “Thou Swell,” 
was disappointingly rauéous. We don't think Betty Garrett, 
the speakeasy chanteyse in the film, did much for “A Small 
Hotel.” Or Rooney and Judy Garland, looking like a rather 
haggard pair for being famed for that refreshing youthful 
touch, made anything of IT Wish I Were in Love Again.”

ON THIS NEW YEAR’S the 
shadow that will overhang most 
of us, no matter where we live, is 
the fear of another war. 
other things can be worked out 
if only the calamity of war is 
averted. Unfortunately, war is 
made up of a great variety of 
small things, almost always hav- 
ing as a basis the determination 
of nations to serve their own in- 
terests alone and to dominate the 
interests of others. Just as this 
works out badly in the lives of in- 
dividuals, it works out badly in 
the lives of nations. 

There seem to be wars going on 
at present in various parts of the 
world, and the United Nations has 
no force with which to ‘prevent 
these wars. And it is quite evi- 
dent that those who are fighting

are not going to think much about 
resolutions passed that cannot be 
backed by strength and actual en- 
forcement. 

The United Nations needs force, 
and the Soviet Union is the nation 
standing in the way today of 
building up a united force as 
against individual force. Yet, it 
would be greatly to the advantage 
of Russia if this force were re- 
moved from the individual nations 
and placed in the hands of the 
United Nations. In all nations, and 
especially in the Soviet Union, it 
would free resources needed for 
other 9 
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POSSIBLY the only Way we 
will ever persuade Russia to cease 
being afraid of the rest of us and 
put more trust in the United Na- 
tions is by the slow and painful 
process of gradually developing 
understanding and proving to the 
workers there that the worker in 
democracies throughout the world 
is not downtrodden, as the Rus- 
sian people have been led to be- 
lieve. At that time, perhaps, 
Communist and democratic re- 
gimes can both live and work 
side by side. 

I have one national wish that I 
make this New Year’s Eve. That 
is that we will send, in the course 
of this next year, a new kind of 
“mission to Moscow.“ 

This mission would be made u 
of labor and industry and agri- 
cultural leaders, as well as a few 
diplomats and politicians, It would 
go to discuss the ‘improvements 
that can be made for our mutual 
well-being and, as a by-product, it 
would arrange to en the 
United Nations with actual force 
and to make some peace settle- 
ments. This would insure greater 
freedom and self-government to 
peoples that are still living under 
foreign rule or under national 
governments dominated by some 
great power. 


New Ideas Available: 
For Floor Coverings 


HY be bound by tradition 
when it comes to the treat- 
ment you give your floors— 
particularly today when larger 
and carpets represent a very 
substantial investment? 


This week in New Tork, a new 
idea cropped up that many a dec- 
orator-minded homemaker can 
adopt for her daughter’s or her 
own bedroom, a study or other 
smaller room that is not subject 
to extremely heavy traffic. This 
is the use of a decorative fab- 
ric—a glazed chintz is easier to 
handle than an unglazed fabric— 
ag a floor covering. 


From the designer himself 
comes these directions for apply- 
ing this unusual and highly ef- 
‘fective floor coverings: Choose a 
pattern that is, conventional and 
stylized enough to — 2 right on 
the floor... one that has no up 
and down design, so that it will 


be pleasing from any part of the 


room. Apply to a smooth floor 
a lining of heavy paper should be 
used, and there must be no rough 
boards or joints. Use a good wall- 
paper paste, and apply just as 
you would wallpaper. Be sure 


that the fabric is fully preshrunk 
and perfectly smooth. 


After it is dry, apply two to 
three thin coats of lacquer—al- 
lowing each to dry. Then wax, 
and it will stand up several years! 

For something on the whimsical 
side, cut-outs from wallpaper ap- 
plied in a design of. your own 
creation on a black background 
can be stunning. Here again you 
finish with the coats of clear 
lacquer and wax. 

Another idea we came across 
the other day was a colored floor 
of a considerable deeper tone than 
the rather delicate color used on 
the wall. In this case it was a 
girl's room done in green with 
woodwork of snowy white. Small 
hooked rugs in floral patterns 
added a lovely touch of color. All 
done at home, at infinitesimal 
cost—and perfectly stunning!

It’s only 
natural when you realize how 
great a percentage of our food 
does come in cans these days. 

It is entirely safe to leave part 
of a food in the can for as long 
as you would keep it in any other 
container if you do two things: 
Keep it cool and keep it covered. 
Cans and foods are sterilized in 
the processing, while a refriger- 
ator dish you might use is far 
from being sterile and may even 
contain bacteria thut will cause 
the food to spoil. 

You may notice silvery flecks 
in a can of opened grapefruit, for 
instance. Grapefruit, like some 
other acid foods, may loosen a few 
tin flakes or dissolve a little iron 
from the can, but this isn’t harm- 
ful to health. Sometimes the in- 
side of an opened can shows 3% 
discoloration. This, too, needn't 
give you worry, for it’s caused by 
sulphur contained in the food, 
just as the sulphur in eggs will 
discolor silverware. 

If you consistently have opened 
cans of food in the refrigerator 
that can’t be used within a day 
or two, it might be wise to buy 
smaller cans. Buying jumbo-sized 
cans is economical only if you 
have a large family that will do 
justice to them. Throwing away 
one-third or more of the canned 
food purchased is poor planning 
and expensive.
